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It  was  reported  that  no  invitations  to  attend  the  Triennial 
Council  in  July,  1903,  had  been  received,  and,  therefore,  no  one 
attended  from  the  County  Grand  Lodge  in  an  official  capacity. 

Bro.  J.  Alex.  M'Connell,  g.s.,  proposed,  Bro.  Rev.  Canon  L.  A. 
Pooler,  g.c,  seconded,  Bros.  Rev.  Thomas  Alexander,  Colonel 
R.  H.  Wallace,  d.g.s.,  Dr.  T.  H.  Brownrigg,  m.c.c,  Dr.  Robert 
Henry,  .m.c.c,  and  Hugh  Bell,  d.g.m.,  supported,  and  it  was  resolved : 

"  That  the  Grand  Orange  Lodge  of  County  Down  desires  to  record  its 
emphatic  protest  against  any  attempt  to  endow  a  Roman  Catholic  University 
out  of  State  funds,  and  further  declares  that  the  present  policy  of  his  Majesty's 
Government,  and  especially  the  action  of  the  authorities  in  Dublin  Castle  in 
regard  to  this  and  other  matters,  is  calculated  to  alienate  those  who  up  to  the 
present  time  have  been  the  sole  supporters  of  the  authority  of  the  Crown  in 
Ireland." 

The  Grand  Secretary  was  asked  to  forward  a  copy  of  the  reso- 
lution to  every  Cabinet  Minister  and  to  the  University  Members  of 
Parliament. 

Bro.  Thomas  M'Guffm,  d.s.  No.  16,  reported  that  the  Rostrevor 
meeting  on  the  13th  July,  1903,  was  a  great  success,  and  handed  in 
the  following  resolution  adopted  by  his  District  Lodge  :
